Every Chinese Port May Be Threatened 
by the Growing Revolt of the 
Boxers.

United States 
Consul Goodenow showed me private dis- 
patches and official advices of the gravest 
import.

PRINCE TUAN IN COMMAND. 


Father of the Heir Apparent Leads Chi- 
hese Forces in the War Against 
the Foreigners. 


*BHANGHAI, June 23.—Prince Tuan has 
taken charge as General-in-Chief, after dis- 
missing Young La, a nephew of the Emperor, 
the former Commander-in-Chief. Prince 
Tuan gave notice that he would march to 
Tien Tsin and sweep out the handful of for- 
elgners there. At daylight on the morning of 
June 21 (June 177) he attacked the settle- 
ments at Tien Tsin with artillery and the 
best foreign drilled troops. The Chinese 
army had about forty-five Krupps. They 
managed to burn the United States consul- 
ate. The warehouses and the Standard Oil 
company's premises are believed to have es- 
caped. Though the situation is grave, the 
Chinese have not occupied Tien Tsin. 

The latest news from Pekin emanating 
from authentic sources is to the effect that 
there is no change in the situation. This is 
understood to mean that the legations still 
hold out. The Chinese surround them, but 
do not dare to make another attack. Ap- 
parently they hope to starve out those who 
have taken réfuge there. 


Chinese Government Wrecked. 


Foreigners and commercial men at all of 
the treaty ports are of the opinion that the 
Chinese government has, been wrecked be- 
yond repair, and that the only solution for 
the existing anarchy will be the establish- 
Went of a new government controlled by the 
civilized nations. 

Attempts to restore the Empress on the 
Basis of her foreordained promise of good 
behavior would make the position of the for- 
ners worse than ever. A popular plan is 
restoration of the Emperor, if found 
alive. With liberal advisers he could be held 
eubject to strict supervision by some council 
presenting the foreign powers. 

The personal punishment of the highest 
officials concerned in the anti-foreign move- 
ment is considered essential. 


Holds Russia Responsible. 

Interest is focused on Russia and America. 
Zt is the universal belief that Russia insti- 
gated rioting, expecting to march an army 
to Pekin and proclaim herself protector of 
China under the guise of restoring order, 
but achieved a fiasco on account of the 
prompt action of the other powers. 

America, which is considered to hold the 
key to the solution because of being beyond 
suspicion of land-grabbing motives, is in the 
best position to take the lead in making pro- 
posals for a permanent arrangement.

Cable Dispatch from Chefoo Says Shan 
Tung Missionaries Are Seeking 
Protection of Gunboats. 


New York, June 23.—[Special.]—In re- 
sponse to a cabled inquiry whether their 
missionaries in Pekin and Shan Tung were 
safe the Presbyterian Board of Foreign Mis- 
sions in this city today received the follow- 
ing reply from the Presbyterian Mission 
Treasurer, Elterichs: | 

“Chefoo, June 22,—Pekin in peril. Shan 
Tung ordered to port.“ 

As interpreted by the secretary of the 
board, Charles W. Hand, the dispatch means 
that all missionaries in the Province of 
Shan Tung have been ordered by the United 
States Consul to leave their missio ts 
and proceed in haste to some port where they | 
can be under the protection of a United. 
States gunboat. This shows that the situa- 
tion is considered by the Consuls to be 
serious. 

In Shan Tung the Presbyterian mission- 
aries, with their families, number fifty-nine, 
but there are about twenty-five in Pekin. 


TO SEND AN ENTRE BRIGADE. 


Orders Said to Have Been Sent to Ma- 
nila to Dispatch Three More Reg- 
iments to China.

In so doing England is misled by a gang 
of unscrupulous persons anxfous to possess 
a country containing gold mines, but man- 
kind refuses to believe that a crime contem- 
plated by a few politicians against the 
Transvaal and the Orange Free State can 
be perpetrated. 

It seems impossible that the great Amer- 
ican republic, mindful of its own origin, 
should remain to the end indifferent to a 
struggle exactly similar to that which gave 
the United States theirsexistence. 
Wae can hardly beliéve that Russia, hav- 
ing asserted her generous aspirations by 
formulating the International Peace confer- 
ence, would intentionally refuse aid in stop- 
ping the bloodshed in south Africa. 

It seems to us inadmissible that Ger- 
many, whose Emperor in 1896 allowed the 
Boers to think that they could count on 
Europe, will not make the least motion in 
behalf of the south African emergencies. 

We can in no way suppose that Great 
Britain, country of Gladstone, the champion 
of just causes of oppressed nationalities, 
right, and freedom, will not soon recover 
possession of herself, and reject the ad- 
ministration of men who bring her honor 
and flag into danger. 

We think, in the present circumstances 
of the hopeless and tragical struggle, that 
a duty is laid upon Frenchmen faithful t 
the glorious ideas of generosity, justice, and 
liberty, by thé means of which France is 
growing up—that duty consists in joining 
a mighty committee and going hand in 
hand with those existing in Russia, Holland, 
the United States, and even England with- 
al, for stopping the war and preventing 
the destruction of two small nations. 

Our object has the best chance of a 
happy result, because of the present condi- 
tions in the far East and on the African 
west coast, and of what may arise in other 
parts of the world may cause English states- 
men to reflect and to adopt the advice of 
greatest moderation given by numerous 
affliated bodies in political and social cir- 
cles.

LONDON, June 24.— According to a special 
dispatch from Cape Town, it seems that in 
the recent fight at Zand River the Boers.cap- 
tured 2,000 mail bags containing a three 
weeks’ accumulation of letters for Lord 
Roberts’ army and £4,000 worth of stamps 
intended for the use of the troops.

RIVER STEAMER SINKS 


ON OHIO AND SIXTY 
LIVES ARE IMPERILED. 


Dick Brown Springs a Seam at Cincin- 
nati and Goes to the Bottom, River 
„ Pirates Doing Noble Service in Sav- 


ing the Struggling Victims. 


Cincinnati, O., June 23.—[Special,]—The 
passenger steamboat Dick Brown of the 
White Collar line sprang a leak and went 
down in fourteen feet of water in the Ohio 
River this evening just after having left for 
points on the Kentucky River. The acci- 
dent occurred at half-past 6 o'clock just be- 
low the railroad bridge of, the Cincinnati 
Southern and in full view of hundreds of 
persons. There were sixty passengers and 
members of the crew aboard, and the offi- 
cers of the boat say that all were saved. 

Three citizens who were rowing near the 
scene of the accident say, however, that they 
saw two negro deckhands drown near the 
wheel and another sink near by: The boat 
sank so swiftly that members of the crew 
who were on the lower decks did not have 
time to reach the upper part of the vessel and 
were washed down stream with the wreck- 
age. 

As soon as Captain Oyler discovered that 
the vessel had sprung a leak he headed for 
shore, the ship striking rocks while going at 
full speed with such force as to tear loose 
the smokestacks. 4 

In the terror of the moment the first at- 
tempt to launch a lifeboat was a failure, the 
boat drifting down stream without an occu- 
pant. The second boat was bétter handled 
and it saved the lives of several women and 
children. 

The lifeboats alone, however, could -not 
have prevented a disaster, but fortunately 
the scene of the accident was near Shanty 
Town and its shanty boats. These river 
pirates did noble service by sending out a 
dozen or more skiffs to the scene of the 
wreck. Some of the passengers had drifted 
down 300 yards, clinging to wreckage, while 
others were on the point of sinking when the 
skiffs reached them. 

The Dick Brown was valued at $10,000 and 
was the fifth steamer lost by the White Col- 
lar line in two months. 


‘SENTENCE PASSED ON ROBERTS 


‘Court in Utah Says He Must Pay $150 
or Serve 150 Days in Jail for 
Polygamy. 


Salt Lake, Utah, June 23.—[Special.}]— 
Brigham H. Roberts, who a few months ago 
claimed a seat in the House of Representa- 
tives, today came for sentence under a con- 
viction of polygamy. 

Judge Norrell sente him to pay a fine 
‘Of $150 or be imprisoned in the county jail 
for 150 days. Execution of the sentence 
was staid thirty days so as to give Roberts 
a chance to appeal. He still hopes to escape 
in the Supreme Court on a technicality. 

When Roberts came up for sentence today 
his attorney, J. H. Moyle, made a plea for 
léenfency, saying that his religious convic- 
tions had already deprived him of one of the 
most important offices in the gift of the 
State, to say nothing of its emoluments.

CANAL AND CHICAGO CLIMATE. 


. Professor ‘Moore of Washin gton Says 
‘Weather Is Not Controlled by 4 
Small Stream in |

Washington, D, Ci, June 23.—[Special.]— 
Professor Moore of the Weather bureau in 
Washington issued yesterday the following 
special bulletin of particular interest to Chi- 
0 people: 
he statement telegraphed from Chicago 
that the climate of that city has been per- 
manently changed on account of the open- 
‘ing of the drainage canal seems to call for 
more than passing attention. The claim is 
made that the current of cold water flowing 
through the canal lowers the temperature of 
the air around and about Chicago and that 
this effect is a permanent one. 
Temperature has been abnormally ,low 
during the last two weeks not only at Chi- 
enge but generally throughout the lake 
region and the middle and upper Mississippi

Marie, 3f at Port 
Huron, Detroit, and Toledo; 4° at Springfield, 
II., LaCrosse, and Davenport, anf 3° at In- 
dianapolis, The low temperature was not 
aue to a local cause, but, rather, to the gen- 
eral movement of areas of high pressure 
across the lake regions, giving cool northerly 
and northeasterly winds and low temper- 
atures.

GREATER THAN ALLSTRIKES 


g. V. Lindholm, a fellow in the department 
of sociology and political economy in the 
University of Chicago, has just completed a 
paper entitled An Analysis of the Building 
Trades Conflict in Chicago,“ which will be 
published next week in the Journal of Polit- 
ical Deonomy, published at the university. 
Mr. Lindholm declares, after a careful in- 
vestigation into the state of affairs on both 
that the issue is not a matter of 
xistence of the Building 


Another theory is advanced by the writer 
in which he explains that the persistent re- 
fusal of the contractors to accept mediation 
or advice—private or public—indicates that 
other and more obscure interests are acting 
to prolong the conflict than a question of 
agreement on wages. 
clares .that the Building Trades council is 
prolonging the conflict in order to paralyze 
aterial market and thus cause 

the high prices, which have 
increased in two years 320 per cent on 
wrought iron pipe, 165 per cent on structural 
iron, and 152 per cent on bathtubs. He also 
thinks that the big contractors are trying to 
squeeze out the smaller builders. 


Greater than Past Strikes. 5 


Comparing other labor troubles that have 
taken place in Chicago, with the present one, 
the writer says that the building trades 
conflict is of the greatest significance. He 
declares that the sympathetic railroad strike 
in 1894 was more spectacular in appearance 
because United States troops had to be 
sent here to prevent men from burning 
railroad cars and arresting public traffic, 
but that after all the whole affair was only 
a flash of the consciousness of power that 
lies smoldering in the laboring 
There was no well-defined plan and organ- 
ized effort in this disturbance. 

Years of experience, solid organization, 
and .consolidated kindred interests on the 
part of both capital and labor are said by 
Mr. Lindholm to mark the present conflict. 
He says that the present trouble is not the 
mere dash ‘of a moment's irritation, but 
the ripening of sociological forces. 

The one condition which makes an effective 
organization possible among the building 
trades is said by Mr. Lindholm to be the 
absence of elaborate machinery to take 
the place of human labor. It has been found 
that where industries are operated with the 
help of extensive machinery effective labor 
unions fail to live. The Homestead steel 
works once had a strong labor union. but 
machinery killed it, and the same is true 
Laborers in the Stock- 
Yards cannot organize for the same reason. 


Would Regulate the Wages. 

The Building Trades council would be 
the mercy of the contractors, according 
the opinion of Mr. Lindholm, if the Con- 
tractors’ council found itself strong enough 
to break the trades council power, and the 
contractors would regulate the wages in the 
individual unions according to the estimate of 
efficiency and justice. He discusses the four 
points of contention between the two coun- 
ciis—amount of work to be done in a day, 
restrictions in use of machinery, arbitrary 
action of the business agent, and sympathetic

In regard to the amount of work to be 
done in a day, Mr. Lindholm is in doubt 
whether it is better to cut down the number 
of hours of work and require intense ap- 
plication, or to have more hours and less 
rushing. He thinks that the psychological 
effect of enforced leisure upon the temper of 
the workingman might be bad. As to labor- 
saving machinery, he thinks that the futility 
of the workingman struggling against it has 
been demonstrated long ago, and he regrets 
the suffering of men during the transition 


Vital Point in Struggle.

Lindholm says that many of the petty annoy- 
as well as unreasonable positions 
taken by the business agents would have 
been averted if the men at the head of the 
council had been men of sufficient coolness 
and forethought duly to weigh the con- 
tending interests.

NEWS OF THE RAILWAYS. 


BIG INCREASE IN BALTIMORE AND 
OHIO EARNINGS IN May. 


— 


President Cowen Gives the Improved 
Condition of Coal Trade as One of 
the Chief Reasens for Gain In- 
creased Cost of Supplies Becoming 
Great Burden—Oceanic Steamship 
Company May Be Made Exclusive 
Ocean Connection of the Santa Fe. 


The publication of the May statement of 
earnings of the Baltimore and Ohio, show- 
ing an increase of $593,792 in net for the 


month, against actual earnings of $410,714 


in May, 1899, or an increase in gross of $702,- 
047, attracted considerable attention. Presi- 
dent Cowen, when asked as to the circum- 
stances of such excellent exhibits of earn- 
ings, said the improved condition of the coal 


trade was one of the chief reasons. 


The better rates on coal, he said, 
“ should add $2,000,000 to the annual earn- 


ings of the Baltimore and Ohio. This would, 


be an addition to net earnings, but for the 
higher cost of operating, 


Increased Cost of Supplies. 


The increased cost of supplies is becoming 
a great burden to the railroads. The ad- 
vances in cost of labor and in all materials 
needed in the current operation of a railroad 
are becoming more and more noticeable in 
the monthly accounts. 

“While the railrouds are able to contract 
for some supplies ahead, there is a great deal 
needed that must be bought currently, at 
prévailing high prices. The higher cost of 
materials became noticeable with us about 
January and has. been steadily increasing 
since then.“ 

The answers of the defendants in the case 
of the Interstate Commerce commission 
against the Chicago and Northwestern and 
the Pennsylvania railroad companies have 
been filed in the United States Circuit Court 
and Judge Kohlsaat has set July 5 as the 
date for argument on a petition for a re- 
straining order. The railroad officials deny 
they have discriminated unreasonably in 
rates against shippers. The action was 
brought at the instance of the Chicago Fire- 
proof Covering company of Summerdale. 


Make Rate for Conventions. 


Central Passenger association roads have 
agreed to make a rate of one limited fare 
plus $2 for the round trip for the biennial 
convention, National Republican League of 
the United States, at St. Paul, Minn., July 
17 to 19. For the annual meeting of. the 
Illinois Christian Missionary convention at 
Bloomington, III., Oct. 2 to 5, these roads 
will sell tickets at a rate of one fare for 
the round trip from all points in Illinois.

Atiantic City, N. J., Aug. 3 and 4, from all

Winston Churchill to Defend His Father 
Winston Churchill intends to write his 
father’s biography on his return from the 
war.

PARIS, June 23.—It can at last be said 
that the exposition is completely ready. 
Ever since the opening laborers have been 
seen everywhere working desultorily. Fi- 
nally, however, all the exhibits are exhib- 
ited, all the walks are leveled and graveled, 
the flower beds are filled with blooms, the 
heaps of rubbish have been removed, elec- 


partment and over all the sections of the 
fair grounds. FFC 

Much protest is being made against the 
recent decision to close the grounds at mid- 
night instead of at 1 a, m., as at previous 
fairs. Beginning at 11 p. m., troops. pre- 
ceded by signaling bugles, drive the crowds 
gradually towards the gates. Sines the few 
order went into effect there have been many 
scuffies, and over 500 persons have been ar- 
rested for refusing to move before the police. 


Illumination in Full Bloom. 

Friday has been made the fashionable day, 
when the admission is doubled during the 
day and tripled at nighttime. Brilliant illumi- 
nations now take place thrice a week—full 
on Fridays and Sundays and partial on Satur; 
days. 

The Luminous Palace, a beautiful structure 
of many colored glass, lighted within, is a 
nightly feature, and one of the most at- 
tractive on the grounds. After many delays, 
one of which was due to the destruction by 
fire a month ago of the electric switchboard, 
the great cascade, flowing from the palace 
of electricity, is now working, It is one of the 
most marvelous sights imaginable, standing 
somewhere in the broad avenue of palaces 
which passes under the Eiffel tower and 
across the Jena bridge to the colonial gar- 
dens, to watch the two cascades on the 
Champ de Mars and the Trocadero, a mile 
apart, each accompanied by a dozen minor 
fountains, the water rapidly taking on all 
the colors from brilliant green to scarlet, 
orange, and pale gold. 


First Murder in Grounds. 

The first murder within the grounds has 
been committed in the Egyptian section. A 
girl dancer, 18 years old, from Cairo, stabbed 
through the heart a young French woman 
employed as cashier in the great bazaar. 
The tragedy was due to jealousy. * 

Another drama, less tragic, was enacted 
in the Swiss village, where a beer garden 
waiter, aged 17, moved by love for one of the 
picturesquely-dressed milkmaids, broke into 
the cash drawer of his employer, and tried to 
kill himself with a kitchen knife when a 
detective came to arrest him. The girl also 
was arrested, but was released the next 
day, it being proved that she was not Im- 
plicated in the robbery. She is now beside 
her dying lover, refusing to leave the hos- 


pital. 
Peck Makes Social Mistake. 

President Loubet visited the United States 
National Building on Thursday, and the 
American, colonial, and French official world 
has been discussing excitedly ever since the 
failure of General Peck to arrive in time to 
receive him. 

There is no doubt that the absence of the 
American representative chilled the occa- 
sion intolerably. It is only just to say that 
President Loubet arrived ten minutes ahead 
of the appointed hour, which was 9:30 a. m. 
Major Brackett was the only member of the 
American commission present. Fortunately 
Ambassador Porter arrived at the same 
time, and he, sizing up the ‘situation at a 
glance, immediately took charge of the 
French President and Ministers and the

Nevertheless, M. Loubet was evidently dis- 
pleased, for he gave the briefest survey 
around and soon departed for the Austrian 
Building, where everything had been in 
readiness for an hour. His stay in the Unit- 
ed States Building lasted exactly seven min-

acknowledgment from Loubet. 


Peck Arrives Too Late.

SALE OF GERARD PORCELAIN. 


Americans in Paris Attracted by Op- 

portunity to Acquire Rare Pot- 
tery—Prices O |

PARIS, June 23.—The sale at the Hotel 
Drouet of the Gerard collection of porce- 
lain was the center of attraction for Amer- 
icans this week. The proceeds so far reach 
850,000 frances. The collection contained 
some remarkable specimens of Italian 
majolica, Delft, and Sevres ware. A small 
dish of Subbio ware with green and ruby 
metallic reflections on a blue ground, dated 
1519, was sold for 5,200 frahes to a New 
York amateur. A large Urbino dish with 
polychrome decorations brought 6,100 francs. 
A diminutive Delft liqueur flask, decorated 


with black arabesque on blue ground, sold 


for 2,600 francs. A solitary cruet stand of 
Sévres pate tendre, dated 1758, brought 
4,600 francs, and was acquired by a Boston 
amateur. 7 | | 

The sale is regarded as a highly important 
one by experts here, for it shows a marked 
falling off in the values of Florence porce- 
lain, which is out of all proportion to its 
scarcity, there being only about fifty speci- 
mens of this porcelain known to exist. A 
small bouquet holder of Florence ware, that 
brought at the Spitzer sale 3,500 francs 
some years ago, went for 1,600 francs yes- 
terday. 
. On the other hand. the prices brought by 
Sévres and Rouen polychromes were higher 
than ever before. For instance, a pair of 
minute bulb jardinieres, decorated in poly- 
chrome, that might have been either Sévres 
or Vincennes ware, as they were dated 1756, 
the year when the factory was transferred to 
Sévres, brought 9,800 francs: The same 
vases sold for 8,000 francs at the Fournier 
sale twenty years ago.

ATTACK ON PRINCE OF MONACO. 


Wealthy German, Whose Son Killed 
_ Himself at Gaming Resort, Seeks 
| Revenge in Paris.

PARIS, June 23.—The French authorities 
have carefully concealed the fact of an at- 
tempt upon the life of Prince Albert: of 
Monaco last Thursday morning just as he 
was leaving Paris. | 1 

The assailant. was a wealthy German, 
whose only son committed suicide last March 
at Monte Carlo after losing all of his personal 
property and a large amount of borrowed 
money. The father has been crazed with 
grief ever since, and has dogged the Prince 
through Paris. Last month when the 
Monaco exposition palace was inaugurated 
the German startled the brilliant throng of 
guests by suddenly rapping for silence and 
solemnly invoking God's malediction upon 
the building and “the infamous princely 
family whose foul wealth is bought by the 
blood of countless men and.the shame of 
countless women.“ | 

The police evicted the intruder. 

Last Thursday while entering the railway 
depot the Prince was suddenly caught by 
the throat, born down, and half strangled 
by the German, who is of powerful build. 


The detectives and the Prince's attendants | 


rushed in and knocked the man senseless 
just as he had drawn a pistol to shoot the 
Prince. The authorities, fearing a crank 
epidemic to scare royal visitors, succeeded 
in preventing publication of the story.

Compulsory Education Report. 18 
The annual report of the compulsory edu- 
cation department has been filed with the 
Board of Education by Superintendent W. 
Lester Bodine. It discloses the fact that 
from Sept. 12 to June 1, during the last 
school term, 81,593. investigations of non- 
attendance at school were conducted. Of 
this number 16,781 children have been placed 
in school since Sept. 12. In the remaining 
instances there were justiflable excuses for 
non-attendance. The report shows that 
twice as many children were placed in school 
in the last year as in any preceding year 
since the establishment of the department. 
During the year truant officers discovered 
692 cases of destitute children who could not 
attend school for lack of shoes and clothing. 
Through the efforts of Superintendent Bo- 
dine and the local charity organizations the 
poverty of these children was relieved and 
they were placedinschool. Another success 
attained during the present administration 
was the éstablishment of schools in the big 
down-town stores, where the children of the 
poor who. were compelled to work for a liv- 
ing now bave the benefit of instruction in the 


| elementary branches of education two hours 


each day at their places of employment. 4 

In the report it is recommended that the 
compulsory. term for school attendance be 
extended beyond the present maximum of 
sixteen weeks, as it. has been ascertained 
that nearly 2,000 children under 14 years of 
age annually drop out of school after having 
attended the sixteen weeks required by law. 

Examinations for Teachers. 

It is setimated that there will be nearly 
800 candidates for positions on the teaching 
force of the schools examined this week. 
This number includes 400 applicants for ele- 
mentary school positions, 100 applicants for 
elementary school principalships, and nearly 
300 ,applicants for high school positions.

Philippine Editor Denies the 400 Sa- 
loons Story—Asserts a Decrease 
Under American Rule. 


Reformers and politicians in the United 
States seem to be much exercised over the 
status of the saloon in the Philippines. An 
army chaplain and two or more gospel mis- 
sionaries have returned to the States, hav- 
ing spent a time in Manila, and they have 
stated from the pulpit and rostrum that 
there were but three or four saloons in this 
city prior to American occupation, and that 
drunkenness was unknown. Not only this, 
but these shamblers of truth state that sa- 
loons have increased from four to over 400 
since Aug. 13, 1898, and that as a result 
America is teaching the untutored Filipino 
immorality instead of morality. 


ministers of the gospel in Manila, who have 
the love of truth at heart, that a more 
contemptible lie was never uttered. We 
propose to do this at our own expense, and 
at the pleasure of the ministers who may 
accept this challenge. We exact, how- 
ever, that they shall give us a written 
statement over their own signatures, to be 
forwarded to five of the leading daily news- 
papers published in the United States, 
vouchsafing the lie circulating to the detri- 
ment of the government of these islands.

Letitia Bonaparte, mother of three Kings 
and an Emperor, was one of the world’s re- 
markable women whose character and vir- 
tues are weil worth the place in biography 
and history which the present volume as- 
signe them.

terference has been called for. The result 
of the American interposition. has been so 
great that the history of Japan during the 
last two genérations contains mention of 
the American nation on nearly every page. 
Japan had been a closed nation from 1638, 


when the Portuguese had been expelled, un- 


til 1834, when Commodore M. C. Perry, a 
brother of the victor on Lake Erie, opened 
the country to foreign trade. The Japanese 


government did not permit any foreign ves- 


sel to touch at a Japanese port under any 


‘pretense. Japanese sailors wrecked on a 


foreign shore were with difficulty enabled 
to return home. The Dutch had a factory 
in Damal, but the peaple lived “ like frogs in 
a well,” as a Japanese historian says, until! 
they were rudely awakened from their 
dream by Commodore Perry’s fleet of ships. 
In 1849 the United States had its ; first 
trouble with the Japanese- government. 
Commodore Gisinger, learning that some 
American sailors were imprisoned at 
Nagasaki, sent Commander Glynn to de- 
mand their liberation. He succeeded in 
doing so, and the report he then made of the 
resources of the island was partly responsi- 
ble for the determination of Daniel Webster, 
then Secretary of State, to open the islands 
to American trade. : 4 

The acquisition of a Pacific coast line by 


the United States suggested to Mitlard Fill- 


more and Daniel Webster that the United 
States should be the chief trading power, in 
the Bast, and that the commerce of Japan 


would be profitable. Commodore Perry was, 


therefore, given a letter to the Mikado, 
signed by the President and written by 
Daniel Webster, soliciting a treaty of friend- 
ship and commerce between the two nations 


by which the Mikado’s ports should be 


thrown open to American vesels for purpose 


‘of trade. 


Commodore. Perry sailed in November, 
1852, with a fleet, and he carried with him 


‘many useful implements and inventions as 
presents to the Japanese government, in- 
“eluding a small ral:way and equipments, and 
‘a telegraph line—things which were unknown 
‘to the Japanese. Commodore Perry's in- 
‘structions, which he received from Webster 
‘before the Secretary's death, were to ap- 
‘proach the Emperor of Japan in the most 
friendly manner, and to use no violence un-

' gotiated by them with a Caucasian power. 


The islands stretch half-way. from Kiu-siu 
to Formosa and are now a part of Japan. 
At that time they were independent, al- 
though they had been claimed by both Japan 
and China. Perry made a compact of 
friendship and commerce,” by which the Loo 
Choo islanders agreed to permit freedom 
of trade with Americans through one port, 
Napa, and that the islanders would care for 
amy. shipwrecked American sailors who 
might. be cast on their shores. A special 
burial ground was provided at Tumai for the 
citizens of the United States, where their 
graves and tombs would not be molested. 
After waiting several months Commodore 


Perry returned to the Bay ot Yeddo, and 


finally by a triumph of diplomacy. aided by 


the sight of his seven ships, effected a land- 


ing and obtained a treaty permitting the 
Americans to trade. This treaty permitted 
citizens of the United States to trade with 
Japan through the ports of Simoda and 
Hakodade and the United States was author- 
ized to appoint Consuls to represent its in- 
terest at these points.

fsolation. Thus Japan, after 216 years of 


seclusion, entered into the family of nations. 
The other powers were quick to follow the 
United. States” example and secured simi- 
lar treaties, and three other ports were soon 
added to which Western people might 
trade. In 1860 the Japanese government 
sent its first foreign embassy abroad, which 
visited the United States first and after- 
wards went to Europe. 
Perry's visit was the cause of the over- 
throw of the dynasty then in power in Japan. 
From the twelfth century the authority of 
the Mikados had been nominal. They had 
been relegated among the gods and their 
power was exercised through a Shogun, who 


was the real sovereign. When Commodore 


Perry had presented himself to demand the 


conclusion of a treaty of commerce the only 


part taken by the Mikado was to address 
fervent prayers to his ancestral shades. 
Shut up in his palace, or rather his temple, 
and .a complete slave to etiquette, he was 
not allowed to tread the ground, expose his 
person to the open air, or let the sun shine on 
his head. Commodore Perry did not know 
of his existence. 

When the Shogun ylelded to the American 
demands it created a profound sensation in 
Japan. The nobles were indignant at the 
departure from the traditional policy of the 
empire, and their protests reached the 
Mikado himself. Some of the nobles per- 
suaded the Mikado to interfere and issue or- 
ders to the Shogun. Then followed civil 


war, some siding with the Shogun and others 


with those who claimed to represent the 
Mikado. The nobles opposed to the foreign- 
ers gained the upper hand, and in 1863 or- 

dered the Shogun to abrogate treaties of 
commerce. Attacks on the foreigners fol- 

lowed, and foreign vessel attempting to en- 

ter treaty ports were fired upon. One of 

these vessels was the Pembroke, a small 

American steamer loaded with merchandise, 

which in June, 1863, attempted to pass 

through the Strait of Shimonoseki on its 

way from Yokohama to Nagasaki. It was 

fired upon by the shore batteries and by an 

armed brig belonging to the Prince of Na- 

gato, the leader of the anti-foreign party. 


JAPS LEARN A LESSON. 
The Pembroke was not hit and no one was 


hurt. 


The insult was reported to Commander Me- 
Dougal, who was with the Wyoming at 
Shanghai. The Wyoming was a tiny vessel 
of only six guns, and arriving at Shimonosexk!i 
McDougal found that the Japanese had a 


vessel better armed than the Wyoming, a 


brig, and several smaller craft, the whole 
numbering about forty-eight guns to Mc- 


Dougal’s six, while the Japanese had the 


protection of their forts, and, as during the 
whole of the revolution, the Japanese had 
the services. of foreign gunners. 
McDougal’s strategy was to keep the 
Wyoming constantly moving so as to discon- 
cert the Japanese. It sent broadsides as well 
as bow and stern shots at the same time. 
One shot went through the Japanese big ves- 
sel and exploded its boiler. McDougal had 
no charts, the tide was swift, and he was 
outnumbered, but in one hour and ten min- 
utes the Japanese squadron was destroyed 
and the forts silenced. McDougal sailed 
away in the Wyoming, Which was hit 
twenty times—eleyen times in the hull, four 
times in its smokestack; five in the masts, 
and its rigging was badly cut. Five of his 
men were killed and six wounded. The 
American Minister made a claim of $10,000

Perry opened Japan to trade. The United 
States in 1878 and again in 1894 led the way 
for the admittance of Japan into full fel- 
lowship with the nations and to permit trade 
of Americans in every part of the empire. 
Under the previous treaties Japan had been 
bound by those conditions which it is usual 
to include in treaties with foreign nations, 
involving among other things the surrender 
of jurisdiction over foreigners within her ter- 
*ritories and the restriction of her right to 
levy and collect imposts and taxes in excess 
of rates agreed upon. By the convention 
of 1858 and that of 1866 the United States, 
Great Britain, and Japan established Japan's 
customs tariff for her. ä 

After 1868, when the Shogun was finally 
overthrown and the Mikado himself began 
to rule under a constitutional government, 
the Japanese showed constant progress in 
peace. They became restive of being treated 
as barbarians and wished the removal of the 
stigma. The first effort was received with 
favor by the United States, which, by the 
‘treaty of 1878, placed Japan upon exactly 
the same footing as Germany, France, or 
any other country in relation with the United 
States, except that the consular courts were 
continued. This was because the United 
States had been in effect Japan's tutor and 


attributable directly to American influence 
the United States best knew of her progress. 
It was ten years before any other power fol 
lowed her example. 


BECOMES A NATION. 


The treaty of 1894 was the first to give Ja- 
pan standing among nations. Until then the 
empire was closed to foreign residence and 
travel. Although the government. did per- 
mit foreigners to travel in the interior for 
stated periods and certain specific objects, 
strictly speaking the citizens and subjects of 
the treaty powers could live only at the open 
ports within closely defined limits. All suits 
against foreighers are tried before the Con- 
suls, the inference being that the Japanese 
courts could not be trusted. The treaty of 
1804 was signed by Secretary Gresham. It 
provided that the foreign settlements become 
incorporated with the general municipal sys- 
tem of Japan, the foreign authorities being 
replaced by Japanese judicial authorities. 
This swept away the extra-territoriality 
clauses of the existing treaties, which had 
been so long repugnant to Japan, and which 
made an American who infringed Japanese 
laws amenable to trial only before an Ameri- 
can Consul under American laws. In return 
for this concession by the United States the 
limits of travel for Americans in Japan were 
abolished and the citizens of the United 
States and the subjects of Japan were given 
full Mberty to travel or reside where they 


enjoyed full protection for their persons or 


property. Last month Japan showed its 
liberality in the construction of this provis- 
ion by forbidding the immigration of Japan- 
ese to the United States when it became 
known that the American authorities were 
opposed to the flood of Japanese who were 
invading the ceuntry. 

As Japan was received by other nations, 
with the United States as godfather, in 1854, 
so when the United States announced that 
the new old nation had reached the years of 
discretion the other powers extended a wel- 
come. Similar treaties of freedom for travel 
and abolishing consular courts and extra- 
territoriality were made by the other powers. 

Corea was the last of the Eastern Asiatic 
countries to be opened to the world. The 
Hermit Kingdom,“ as it was called, ex- 
cluded alt foreigners until 1882, when Com- 
modore Shufeldt of the United States navy 


as nine-tenths of the empire’s progress was 


opened it by much the same. methods that | 
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had been employed by Commodore Perry in 
the case of Japan. 

The first communication the United States 
and Corea had was one of force, and in a 
punitive expedition 2,000 Coreans were killed. 
This expedition was sent because of the 
treatment of the crew of an American 
schooner, the General Sherman, which had 
been chartered by a British trader. 

The Coreans were bitterly opposed to for- 
eigners and had succeeded in making suc- 
cessful resistance to all their attacks. A 
French expedition sent in 1866 to chastise 
the Coreans ascended the Seoul River and 
attacked the forts, but lost so heavily that 
it was forced to retreat. This gave the 
Coreans the impression that foreigners could 
not fight. A few weeks later they attacked 
the General Sherman, which never returned 
after entering the Ta-Tong River. The fate 
of the crew was not learned until 1895, when 
it was discovered that three scows loaded 
with sulphur-and saltpeter had been ignited 
and sent against it. Thus the General Sher- 
man was set on fire. The crew was smoked 
out, and, as they came tumbling ashore, they 
were hacked to pleces by the mob, while some 
were preserved for the more frightful tor- 
tures which the Coreans, like the Chinese, 
know how to devise. 


COREANS WHIPPED. 

When the General Sherman’s disappear- 
ance became known the United States de- 
manded redress of China, but that country 
denied responsibility for affairs in the penin- 
sula. §o in January, 1867, the Wachusett, 
under the command of Commander Shufeldt, 
proceeded to Corea. The local officials re- 
fused to give any information, and the 
Wachusett left. A similar mission under 
Commander Febiger of the Shenandoah, dis- 
patched a few months later, proved equally 
barren. 

Finally, in 1871, the American Asiatic 
squadron, consisting of the flagship Colo- 
rado, the corvettes Alaska and Benicia, 
with the gunboats Monocacy and Palos, 
were dispatched to Corea under the com- 
mand of Rear Admiral Rodgers to obtain 
gatisfaction. When the fleet arrived at 
Seoul a boat came out to the flagship with 
native officials bearing a letter from the 
King. It was couched in insulting terms 
and stated that unless the fleet left it would 
be destroyed; that the King desired no in- 
tercourse with foreigners; and that the crew 
of the General Sherman had committed 
piracy and murder and had been put to 
death. Admiral Rodgers replied that his 
errand was pacific and that he merely 
wished deiinite news of the Sherman's crew. 
Then the King professed friendship. Ad- 
miral Rodgers sent four steam launches up 
the river, whereupon the Corean batteries. 
containing eighty. guns, opened dre. In a 
few seconds about 300 shots swept over the 


Taunches, and the officers said that never 
the civil war had they experienced | 


during 


such a murderous: fire. Admiral Rodgers 
still kept his patience and again demanded 
an apology and satisfaction, which was not 
forthcoming. 

Admiral Rodgers did not believe his fore 
was strong enough to take the city, but he 
was determined to teach the King a lesson. 
On June 10, 1871, the gunboats proceeded 
up the river and landed a force of 644 men, 
who were in command of Commander L. A. 
Kimberly, the Adjutant General being Lien 
tenant. Commander W. S. Schiey, who was 
afterwards to win fame as the rescuer of 
Lieutenant Greely and at the battle of San- 

The first battery was taken by sur- 
prise and the works rolled into the river. An 
attack was made upon the principal fort. 
Amid a hail of bullets from the enemy the 
Americans sprang up the steep incline to 
attack the citadel. They swarmed over the 
ramparts or through the breeches, and, in 
a twinkling, were at close quarters with the 
garrison. The Coreans fought stubbornly 
to the last without asking quarter, and near- 
ly 2,000 of them were slain. After that the 
subsidiary forts and 481 pieces of artillery, 
fell into the American hands. Three Ameri- 
cans were killed and seven wounded. 


Their defeat in this battle taught the. 
Coreans a wholesome respect for Ameri« 
cans, who were unmolested from that tima 
forward. The United States was determined; 
however, to secure trade with the peninstila, 
which remained closed to all nations except 
China and Japan. The negotiations were 
put ih charge of Commodore Shufeldt, who 
had served in one of the expeditions against 


the Coreans. The matter was accomplished 


by diplomacy.. China, which claimed to be 
the sovereign of the King of Corea, became 
jealous at the growing influence of the Jap- 
anese in the kingdom. Japanese trade was 
growing rapidly, and Li Hung Chang feared 
that it would soon become so great as to 
make Corea a commercial dependency of 
the Mikado. Commodore Shufeldt, after @ 
visit to Pekin, where the consent of the Chi- 
nese government was secured, went to 
Seoul, and, after some negotiation, perm 
suaded the King to sign in June, 1882, 8 
treaty similar to the one with China and 
Japan. By it several ports were opened te 
American trade, and protection guaranteed 
Americans who might be shipwrecked on 
its coasts and those who might trade with 
the country. The United States arranged 
for diplomatic intercourse, and the King of 
Corea. sent to the United States the first 
Minister he had ever sent abroad, and the 
United States sent the King its first foreign 
Minister at His court. The United States and

Britain, was offered at the last moment a 
bribe of $150,000 by the Sultan if he would 
consent to the modification of certain clauses 
of the agreemest that were displeasing to 
his Moorish Majesty. Sir Charles, in a fit 
of righteous indignation, tore the treaty into 
pieces, flung them in the face of the Sultan, 
and immediately broke off all diplomatic re- 
lations with the court of Morocco, replying 
to die threats with the words: You may 
kill me if you Mke. But it will avail you lit- 
de Bor there wil quickly be another 
‘British Envoy on the spot to take my place, 
Hut in that event there wid be no longer any 


Bultan of Morocco.”

These remarks were supple 
mented in court by the Attorney General, or 
Prosecutor General of the republic, who con- 
cluded his address with the following words:

Roustan is guilty of the act imputed to 
him, then acquit M. Rochefort of the charge 
of libel. In that case, as the principal law 
officer of the government, I shall be the 
first to demand that M. Roustan should take

It is a most delightful thing to visit and be 


visited when both hostess and guest know all 


the little points of visiting etiquette and 
everything goes smoothly in consequence. 
When a young lady ts invited to stop with 


friends for a few days or for a Saturday to 


Monday visit the letter of invitation should 
be replied to at once, whether it is an ac- 


ceptance or refusal. 


If she accepts the invitation she finds her 


own way to her friend’s home—that is, she 


pays her own cab and railroad fares. Ifthe 
friends to whom she.is going to pay the visit 
live in a town or a suburb of a town she takes 


a cab from the station to the latter’s house 


and pays for it herself. | 

If, however, the friends live in the country 
amd keep their own horses and carriages it 
is thought to be a graceful attention to meet 
the guest at the station.

. ‘Passion for Blood. 


At the present moment there is under the 
strictest kind of arrest at Berlin a Prince 
of the ancient ducal house of Arenburg—one 
of the most illustrious of the former sov- 
ereign houses of Europe—who is charged 
with the cold-blooded murder of a universal- 
ly respected native official in German west 
Africa. According to all authentic accounts, 
the Prince, after tying the unfortunate man 
up, tortured him in a manner that will not 
bear description. He then let him go, but 
before the man had crawled more than a few 
yards’ distance, shot him three times with 
| his revolver, and, as he lay dying, poked at 
his: head with his stick to hasten the end. 
Arrested and brought back to Germany by 
the Emperor's own orders, the Prince, when 
asked to explain his murder of a defenseless 
and inoffensive man, exclaimed: ‘‘ I was pro- 
voked and irritated, and I did what, asa man 
of honor and an officer, I was bound to do. 
You in Purope cannot possibly judge of 
colonial affairs. You call cruel what is only 


} thorough and dashing, and in your eyes 


what is arbitrariness is merely sticking to 
our purpose.” Condemned by court-martial 
at Berlin to military degradation and to flve 
years’ imprisonment, the. Hmperor quashed 
the sentence as ridiculou inadequate, and 
another trial has been ordered. Lieutenant 
Mercier, son of the French ex-Minister of 
War, who figured so prominently in the 
yfus case, has recently been court-mar- 
tialed for murdering a native under similar 
circumstances in the French Soudan, and 
the mutiny of the French officers, Captains 
Voulet and Chanoine. who, after assassinat- 
ing several of their white comrades and su- 
periors, set forth on a raid through the 
country lying south of Algeria, devastating 
and killing everything and every one they 
met until niurdered by their own native fol- 
— must be still fresh in every one’s 
min 
There is yet another form of degeneracy 
of the white man which plays a great role 
throughout. the Orient; and, indeed, in all 
hot countries. The standard of morality of 
the natives fs so low that ft could hardly be 
lower. In some of the Asiatic languages 
there fs no equivalent for the English word 
“chaste.” Purity is as abnormal in the 
eyes of the vast majority of people in trop- 
Wal lands as is honesty, and the entire at- 
mosphere, so enervating from a moral point 
of view, is calculated to promote the increase 
of those questionable ménages which con- 
stitute one of the most blighting influences 
and shadowy features of white life in the 
Orient. They are common in China, Japan, 
Java, and, in fact, throughout the Asiatic 
Bast, save India, with no attempt at con- 
cealment and, apparently, no sense of shame. 
Entangiements of this kind are, I need 
ecarcely point out, calculated to degrade, 
since there can be no intimate association 
on the part of the latter with natives without 
the white man being dragged down to the 
moral level of his dusky partner. If in India 
thre tone of morality among the white people 
is higher, it Is because the BHuropean com- 
munities are larger, and hold more strictly 
aloof from intercourse with the natives. 
Lord Cromer’s marvelous success in the 
reorganization of Egypt has been frequently 
ascribed to the fact that he had been careful 
to select as his assistants none but clean- 
lived, high-bred young Englishmen, whose 
family traditions, loftiness of principle, and 
sense of self-respect constituted a safeguard 
to the temptations hy which they were sur- 
roundéd. His plan may be said to be fol- 
lowed by the chiefs of all other branches 
of British administration in tropical climes, 
and ft is to this that must be ascribed the 
remarkable immunity of England from scan- 
dals in its Indian and colonial dependencies. 
The white man in tropical countries cannot

GREAT TRAGEDY. 


Night Before the Murder. 


HE daughter of a United States Sena- 
tor has a lorgnette which was pre- 
sented to her mother by J. Wilkes 
Booth the night before he killed Lin- 
coln. The story, which is now printed 

for the first time, is as follow: 

Booth rented a room the night beforeshe 
assassination in the Washington hotel 
where Henry Clay died. The house was 
crowded with guests, and the corridors after 
dinner were filled with women of note and 
beauty. Booth, who was fond of admiration, 
commingled with the assemblage and was 
presented to many. He carried a handsome- 
ly mounted lorgnette which a Senator’s wife 
complimented. She knew the Booth family, 
Edwin Booth having beén a guest in her 
home. This fact was sufficient warrant for 
J. Wilkes Booth to be unusually gracious, 
and when the Senators wife admired the 
actor’s lorgnette he begged the favor of pre- 
senting it to her. The following night oc- 
curred the tragedy. In the preliminary in- 
vestigation which followed the Senator’s 
wife and another woman who was with her 
the evening she met Booth were subjected to 
a most rigid inquiry as to Booth’s manner. 

The daughter of the Senator's wife, now a 
prominent society woman of her home, tells 
—— story in connection with the investiga- 

on. 

My poor mother was questioned and 
cross-questioned by a lawyer and a detective 
touching her meeting with Booth. But she 
was unable to give them any information 
concerning Booth’s manner except that he 
was gallant. Hard as they tried to learn any- 
thing from her, she could remember noth- 
ing showing that Booth contemplated crime; 
nothing indicating that he ever thought of 
such a thing. He was in a jovial mood and 
spoke of some future events with confidence. 
I do not think my mother ever quite recov- 
ered from the effects of the incident. She 
kept the lorgnette for some years, never 
using it, however, and finally she presented 
it to me. Iam not superstitious, but I have 
never yet tried to use this lorgnette that 
something unusual did not occur. The first 
night I carried it my horse had an accident 
which made us late in arriving at the theater, 
and when we got there we found the play 
postponed. Once it was misplaced and sud- 


denly turned up. On another occasion it was 


leaned to a friend who was taken ill in her 


box and nearly died before she got home. I 


still have it, but I have never used it, al- 
though I mean to some day.“

In 
the meantime she has traveled in Japan and 
Java and written books about both coun- 
tries. They are not mere globe-trotter 
books, made up of impressions that impress 
no one, but they are books of value, for they 
contain information out of the ordinary, told 
in an agreeable manner. 

Miss Scidmore’s book on “China, the 
Long-Lived Empire,” is full of illustrations 
and contains a frontspiece portrait of the 
Dowager Empress, which looks as though 


I dare say that it is a good likeness, but all 
Chinese look alike to me, be they coolies or 
Empresses. 

A special chapter is given to the Empress 
Toene Hsi An, who, Miss Scidmore says, is 
called the only man in China.” Certainly 
there is no man in that country as powerful 
as she, not even the boasted Li Hung Chang. 
The career of this remarkable woman reads 
like a fairy tale. She had no advantages to 
begin with, obstacles that to another would 
have been insurmountable surrounded her, 
and yet she rose superior to circumstances 
and conquered every one by the tremendous 
force of her character and her absolute un- 
scrupulousness. It. was in 1881 that Tsze 
Hsi An, “ enly one in a palace full of con- 
cubines twenty years before, began her real 
reign, became sole and undisputed ruler of 
more than three hundred millions of people, 
usurper of the oldest throne, and. autocrat 
of the largest empire of one people on earth, 
tyrant over one-fifth of the human race and 
one-tenth of the area of the world—a dizzy 
pinnacle for one of the sex despised by 
Buddha and Lao-tsze and Confucius, in the 
land where woman is held in least esteem.”’
